AVIATORS STARVING 
IN DESERT RESCUED 


Col. Bishop and Lieut. Robertson 
Found When Near Death 
From Hunger and Thirst 


Wellton, Ariz—Human_ endurance 
triumphed in a gruelling battle with 
the desert of Sonora when Lieuten- 
ant W. A. Robertson, brought here 
late January 19 by a rescue party, 
overtook the day previous a party 
searching for the two missing army 
aviators in the desolate region and 
directed them to a mountain pass 


where his fellow officer, Lieutenant 
Colonel Harry G. Bishop, lay weak 
and exhausted. 

The searchers, obeying the aviator’s 
directions and following his tracks 
thirty miles along the base of the 
Gila mountains, found Colonel Bishop 
lying in the sand unable to walk 
farther, and brought to an end a 
search which army aviators, civilians 
and Mexican soldiers have been con- 
ducting in Lower California and 
Sonora for the two missing men. 

Robertson had been four days with- 
out food or water when he came upon 
the searching party from Wellton, 
composed of E. L. Gamble, W. Proe- 
bestl and S. Hovatter. Almost ex- 
hausted, his clothing burned from 
close contact with campfires he had 
made on the desert to keep him warm 
when he was not walking, Robert- 
son was able to talk, and soon had 
members of the searching party fol- 
lowing his trail back to where he had 
left Colonel Bishop. 

The latter was found in the sand 
dunes near the Rosario mountains 
and carried out to a place where a 
fire was built. He was made as com- 
fortable as possible after being given 
something to eat, while other mem- 
bers of the party brought Robertson 
to Wellton and sent to Yuma for as: 
sistance for Bishop. 

The men had tramped together al- 
most 200 miles over desert and moun- 
tain country from a point on the east 
coast of the Gulf of California, shar- 
ing water which they carried in an 
oil can taken from their abandoned 
airplane and subsisting. on, four sand- 
wiches and four oranges. 

Their supplies of food and water 
became exhausted last Sunday, and 
nowhere had the men been able to 
find human habitation or shelter from 
the biting cold and drenching rain of 
the desert country. They continued 
their tramp together until Wednes- 
day, January 17, a week after they 
had started trom North Island avia- 
tion base at San Diego on a flight 
to Calexico, Cal., in which they were 
carried out of their course by a 
strong wind and failure of their com- 
pass to register properly, and then 
Colonel Bishop became too weak to 
continue further. 

They agreed it was best for Rob- 
ertson to continue on and send back 
aid for Bishop if possible. 

Lieutenant Robertson said he could 
find the abandoned airplane. They 
landed, he said, when the airplane 
tipped and broke the propeller. This 
was about 12:30 p. m. January 10, 
four hours after they had started on 
their flight from San Diego.

SOUTHERN REPRESENTATIVE 
ASKS SALOON RESTRICTIONS 


A battle between saloon and anti- 
saloon interests is bound to come as 
the result of measures introduced 
in the Assembly January 19. 

Assemblyman Samuel Knight of 
Redlands is fathering a bill which 
provides for the closing of all sga- 
loons in the State. Assemblyman 
Frank F. Merriam of Long Beach pre- 
sented three bills providing for Sun- 
day and holiday closing and _ strict 
saloon regulation. 

Knight's bill restricts the sale of 
intoxicating liquors to restaurants, 
dining-rooms, steamboats and trains. 
The bill expressly provides that no 
liquor shall be served except with 
bona fide meals. Elimination of 
boxes in restaurants and dining-rooms 
also is proposed. 

Assemblyman Merriam’s bills seek 
to permit the sale of liquor between 
the hours of 7 a. m. and 9 p.m: On 
Sunday, holidays and throughout the 
twenty-four hours of election days no 
liquor will be sold, if Merriam’s bills 
are passed, 


EXTENSION OF EIGHT- 
HOUR LAW PROPOSED 

Extension of the eight-hour law 
for women to include employes of 
law, real estate and dental offices 
and drug stores is sought by Senator 
Henry H. Lyon of Los Angeles, who 
introduced an amending Dill Janu- 
ary 18th. 

Senator Lyon said the operation of 
the law at. present discriminated 
against certain classes of women. of- 
fice and store employes without good 
reason, and that he would seek to 
provide them with the shorter day. 
The law governing hours of labor in 
the fruit and canning industries is 
not to be disturbed. 


CHARITY BOARD BACKS 
BiLL TO PAY WAGES 
Senator Ingram of Grass Valley in- 
troduced a bill January 19 at the in- 
stance of the State Board of Chari- 
ties and Corrections, permitting coun- 
ties to pay a daily wage to all per- 
sons convicted of misdemeanors, in 
exchange for labor on roads and high- 
ways. The State Board particularly 
desires, it was said, that a wage be 
given to persons who have been 
found guilty of not supporting their 
families, and that the money be used 
for family support. 


RELIEF ASKED FOR THE 
STATE DEBRIS BOARD 
Senate joint resolution No. 1, rela- 
tive to the work of the California 
Debris Commission, passed the Sen- 
ate January 19 on motion of Senator 
Ingram of Nevada county, its author. 
The resolution directs every member 
of the Senate and Assembly to use all 
proper means to expedite the passage 
of bill No. 351 in the National House 
of Representatives, which provides for 
an appropriation of $200,000 for de- 
fraying the expenses of the California 
Debris Commission. 


FREE MARKETS IN COUNTIES 
ASKED BY LODI SENATOR 

Establishment of county free mark- 
ets on request of 15 per cent of the 
qualified voters is provided for in a 
bill introduced in the Senate by 
Stuckenbruck of Lodi. The same bill 
passed in the session of 1913, but was 
not signed by the Governor. 

Senator Stuckenbruck said that if 
a demand exists for free markets, 
the necessary authority for their es- 
tablishment should be granted by 
means of a State law. 


EMBARGO IS ASKED 
ON PRISON PRODUCTS 
Assemblyman Harry Lyons of Los 
Angeles puts an embargo upon all 
penitentiary manufactured wearing 
apparel from without the State, ac- 
cording to a bill he introduced. 


Senator Rigdon of San Luis Obis- 
po~seeks to establish the office of 
seed commissioner under the juris- 
diction of the State Horticultural 
Commissioner, at a salary of $2400 
a year. It would be the duty of the 
new officer to establish a standard 
of purity of seeds for agricultural 
Purposes. Ten thousand dollars is 
appropriated to carry the proposed 
act into effect.

The bill provides for the sale of 
articles made in State prisons and 
for a plan whereby each prisoner may 
participate in the balance remaining 
from the receipts of sale after the cost 
of his maintenance has been deducted. 
Also for the deposit of a certain per 
cent of his earnings, to be paid upon 
his release and for the payment dur- 
ing his incarceration to his depend- 
ents of a portion of his earnings. 


TWO LABOR BILLS 
APPEAR IN SENATE 

Two labor measures included in 
the legislative program of the 
railroad brotherhoods were intro- 
duced in the Senate January 18 by 
McDonald of San Francisco.

Rearing and Feeding 
Chicks. 


By D. E. WARNER 
Of Connecticut Agricultural College. 

Rearing chicks has its serious prob- 
lems, but the first six weeks of their 
lives are the most dangerous. Follow- 
ing are several essentials which, fol- 
lowed, will help'in keeping the mortal- 
ity low: 

1. Select strong, vigorous, well-ma- 
tured breeding stock that is free from 
disease and has been properly housed 
and fed. This gives the chicks a good 
start, providing the eggs have been 
properly incubated. 

2. Make sure that the mother hens 
are free from lice and mites before the 
chicks are hatched. ; 

3. If artificial brooding ts used, be 
sure that the brooder has a capacity 
large enough to allow the chicks a 
chunce to get away from the heat when 
they want to, and that It fs economical 
in its cost and in the fuel used. 

4. Remove all dead chicks from the | 
brooder and bury or burn. | 

5. Mark all the weak or sick chicks 
so that they will never be used as 
breeders. 

6. Keep brooders clean and well dis- 
infected. ‘ 

7. Do not feed chicks until they are 
48 to 60 hours old and then only limit- 
ed amounts of easily digested food for 
the first week. Use only clean and 
wholesome food. Provide a variety of 
feeds containing enough protein and 
ash. Give skimmed or sour milk to 
drink from the first day. 

It is an established fact that the 
chick does not use the entire yolk of 
the egg while developing in the shell. 
The remaining part of the egg is taken 
into the abdomen of the chick just be- 
fore it hatches, and this material is 
sufficient to maintain the life of the 
chick for n number of days. 

Dr. F. P. Shaw, who has made an ex- 
tensive investigation of this subject, 
says that, “The digestive functions of 
the stomach (of the chicks) are devel- 
oped by the second day after hatching, 
whereas the pancreatic ferments are 
improperly developed before the sev- 
enth.” 

The finding of Doctor Shaw explains 
the common practice of not feeding 
chicks until two days old and then 
giving them only limited amounts of 
easily digested foods for the first week. 


Mash a pound of maple sugar, add a 
half cupful of water and boil until it 
threads. Pour this in a thin stream on 
the well-beaten whites of two eggs, 
stirring and beating the mixture brisk- 
ly all the time. Add a half cupful of 
whipped cream just at the last. 

Fluffy Sauce. 

Scald a cupful of milk in a double 
boiler. Stir in a level tablespoonful ef 
cornstarch, wet with a little milk. Cook 
ten minutes, stirring often. Cream two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, add one cup- 
ful of powdered sugar until very light. 
Add a teaspoonful of vanilla and a 
Pinch of salt, then beat this into the 
thickened milk which has been cooled. 
Beat the white of an egg dry and whip 
it into the sauce until light and fluffy. 

Frult Sauce. 

Take a cupful of sugar, a tablespoon- 
ful of cornstarch or two of flour, mix 
well with the sugar and add a half cup- 
ful of boiling water, cook until smooth 
and the starch or flour is thoroughly 
cooked, then add a cupful of any kind 
of canned-frult juice, or if that is not 
at hand add two or three tablespoon- 
fuls of mild vinegar, more hot water 
and a tablespoonful of butter with a 
grating of nutmeg and a pinch of salt. 
This sauce is espectally nice with cot- 
tage pudding, a pudding made like a 
plain cake. 

To make a most delicious sauce 
which is neither a hard or soft one use 
two tablespoonfuls of softened butter 
and u cupful of powdered sugar and 
when well creamed fold in a half cup- 
ful of whipped cream. Flavor to tuste.

WINTER BIRD FEEDING. 


Bureau of Biological Survey Makes 
Suggestions to City Park Officials. 
In order that birds may be helped 

safely through the months of winter, 

when snow will cover many of their 
usual sources of food, the burenu of 
the biological survey of the United 

States department of agriculture is 

urging city park officials to make bird 

feeding an activity Im the city pleasure 
grounds. 

Letters have been sent to the officials 
of parks in the northern parts of the 
United States pointing out the value 
of birds to the community because of 
their destruction of insects injurious to 
trees and crops ard calling attention 
to Farmers’ Bulletins 621 relating to 
the northeastern and 760 relating to 
the northwestern states, issued by the 
department, which offer practical sug- 
gestions for attracting the feeding 
birds. - The furnishing of facilities for 
feeding the birds in the city parks, it 
ts pointed out, will give enjoyment to 
many people, espeeially bird lovers. 

The letter continues: 

“Winter feeding may be done In the 
simplest ways, as by putting up suet 
in small cans, in cocoanuts or under 
wire netting and by scattering mixed 
_sceds on bare places, or more elab 
orate npparatus and more varied foods 
may be used. We inclose a publica- 
tion giving details of the methods of 
feeding and attracting wild birds and 
trust that you wifi be interested tn add-
